MAKING WINDOW DISPLAYS COUNT 


ELSEWHERE in this issue we describe at some 
length the series of library window displays 
installed by the public libraries of the State of 
Wisconsin during the past year in an exten- 
sive campaign to popularize and extend their 
work. We print this not because the Wiscon- 
sin libraries have done anything particularly 
new along this line but rather because, gather- 
ing together a wide range of subjects and 
appropriate bibliographies, the article does, we 
believe, contain a hint here and there wiich 
the individual bookseller may have over- 
looked. 

Two things are featured in the displays: 
the books themselves, and the service which 
the public library is able to perform for its 
community. In the case of the latter a great 
many booksellers can well afford to take a 
leaf from the practice of the Wisconsin libra- 
rians. A prominent New York minister an- 
nounced to his congregation a few weeks ago 
that since one of the members of his congre- 
gation had expressed to him the conviction 
that church going is a waste of time because 
the church fails to touch the problems of 
everyday life, he, the minister, was going to 
begin at once a series of twelve sermons on 
the practical utility of Christianity. Why don’t 
the bookstores in some communities begin a 
series of window displays explaining to their 
city or town the practical utility of bookstores ? 
Suppose a bookstore were to preach a series 
of twelve weekly window display sermons— 
announced thru the daily press—on What 
Jones’ Bookstore can do for the Business 
Men of ——; the Men of Modest Income; the 
Architects; the Mothers; the Summer Vaca- 
tioners; the local Militia Regiment; and so 
on! A good example of this sort of display 
is that of the Sheboygan Public Library de- 
scribed elsewhere. 
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A notable feature of the library windows 
was their oneness of appeal. Every bookseller 
has his own views as to just how far it is 
advisable to double up on the appeal made by 
a single window. One thing is certain, how- 
ever: a miscellaneous window, a display of 
thirteen new novels for instance, will cause 
no one but the already decidedly bookishly 
inclined to stop and look, while if a book- 
store is to “get over” its message of practical 
utility it must compel the attention not alone 
of the bookish passer-by but of the far greater 
class of people who have not bought a book 
to read in five years. 

Another thing stands out in these library 
windows, namely the use of “stage business,” 
of other things than the immediate books 
themselves: the Grand Rapids “vacation win- 
dow” with its trunks and suit cases, for in- 
stance, or the other Grand Rapids wi-dow, a 
“nature window,” with its colored plates ci 
birds from the Audubon Society of New York. 
And finally, the importance placed upon strik- 
ing posters should not be overlooked. Inci- 
dentally competitions in the designing of post- 
ers offer the bookseller—especially in the 
smaller stores which cannot afford a special 
window dresser—an opportunity to stimulate 
an enthusiastic store ésprit in his sales staff. 


WISCONSIN LIBRARY BOOK WINDOW 
DISPLAYS OFFER SUGGESTIONS TO 
THE BOOKSELLER 


Tue public libraries of Wisconsin have dur- 
ing the past year made considerable use of 
window displays to advertise both specific 
books and the libraries themselves—and with 
considerable success. First tried in the larger 
libraries, the window display idea has spread 
rapidly to the smaller towns and villages. The 
aim of the libraries has been simply to in- 
crease their service to their communities and 
their displays have in consequence been gen- 
erally of books of the “practical” sort—on 
the care of children, higher cost of living, 
household efficiency, etc. 

A few libraries in the state have windows 
of their own available for such displays but 
for the most part they have had to borrow the 
windows of one or more of the merchants of 
the town. Some of the specific work accom- 
plished by libraries in very small commun- 
ities is not without suggestion to the book- 
seller. 

According to a writer in the Wisconsin 
Library Bulletin, better baby exhibits were 
held at Fond du Lac in a shoe store on Main 
Street and at Rice Lake in a drug store. At 
Black River Falls posters from the library 
were placed in many windows where mer- 
chants were holding better baby exhibits. Gen- 
eral displays with emphasis on particular 
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classes of books were shown at Rice Lake, 
Chippewa Falls, Shawano, and Stevens Point 
in drug stores; at Waukesha in a dry goods 
store; at Randolph in the library’s window; 
once at Viroqua and twice at Baraboo in book 
stores; and different times at Black River 
Falls in the library, which is on the main 
street and has a low window especially built 
for such publicity. Hurley borrowed a group 
of business books from the State Library 
Commission and placed them in the window 
of a drug store. Fort Atkinson had the Com- 
mission’s exhibit, showing the evolution of 
printing and the making of a book, on display 
at a drug store and Lake Mills used the same 
material in the window of a furniture com- 
pany. This display may be borrowed by any 
library in Wisconsin; it has many explanatory 
signs and is ready to set up on unpacking. 
as Crosse has had three windows: one was 
a very attractive collection of books on 
gardening and birds in a florist’s window; an- 
other consisted of books on furniture, oriental 
rugs, and home. decoration in a furniture 
store; and the third was the evolution of 
printing and the making of a book mentioned 
above, this time including a section entitled, 
“From publisher to borrower,” which shows 
the journey the book travels on its way 
thru library processes before reaching the 
reader. 

A very different kind of window was 
planned by the librarian in Grand Rapids at 
a department store. Books on travel and 
posters were arranged about and on open 
suit cases, bags, and trunks; and models wore 
ready made suits in the background. Red, 
white, and blue bunting re-enforced the 
legend, “See America first.” A row of views, 
which might be borrowed from the library 
with a stereoscope, was arranged across the 
front. Another window display at Grand 
Rapids consisted of garden books and seeds. 
Still another was made up of bird houses, 
bird books, and colored plates. The bird 
houses were given to the library and the 
colored plates came from the Audubon So- 
ciety of New York. “The idea of the exhibit 
is to interest the boys and girls especially and 
is intended to stimulate in them a desire to 
protect, feed and house the birds.” : 

Sheboygan carried out an original idea in 
window displays. The main thorofare has 
a new ornamental lighting system and it was 
dedicated recently with band playing, speeches, 


, and special exhibits. The store windows were 


filled with “Made in Sheboygan” products, the 
library preparing a department store window 
which attracted a great deal of attention. In 
the center was a large sign, “Made in Sheboy- 
gan’s Public Library,” with a list of things 
underneath which the library could assist in 
making, such as more efficient business men, 
trained workingmen, and better homes. For 
each item was a poster with an exhibit of 
books. In one corner, a table filled with 
children reading, was attended by a library 
assistant. Books were charged to the chil- 
dren, who might read at the tables or listen 
to stories being told or read. Above this part 
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of the exhibit was the sign, “Ambitious read- 
ers—some promising samples.” 

Altho not in Wisconsin, mention should 
be made of the series of window displays 
held in Sioux City, Iowa—a window cam- 
paign for advertising the resources of the 
library. There were nine exhibits in different 
parts of the city during the week so that 
everybody could see at least one: many people 
were so interested that they followed them 
up. The library received ample return for 
its work in the number of borrowers added 
and in the calls for the types of books ad- 
vertised. 

Many other varieties of windows have been 
planned in the state with good results. The 
librarian at North Fond du Lac arranged 
groups of garden books in a jeweler’s win- 
dow; West Allis displayed books, magazines, 
and papers in the front window of a house 
furnishing company; and Hudson used a drug 
store window for the new books which had 
been bought with the money raised by a 
dance. In the window of a store having 
hunting and fishing equipment, Wausau 
showed the public what the library could do 
for it by books on these subjects. Wausau, 
Hudson, Superior, and Merrill celebrated 
baby week with down-town displays; Sheboy- 
gan had baby posters in many of the win- 
dows; and Whitewater worked up interest 
before the observance of the week itself by its 
display in a furniture store. 

Posters have of course played a conspicuous 
part in all of these exhibits, and the prepara- 
tion of posters, and in fact the general ques- 
tion of book window displays finds its place 
as a course of study in every library school 
curriculum. 

In fact the library school of this same state 
of Wisconsin had a display of poster bulle- 
tins at its May Day Féte from which al- 
most any bookseller can gain a point or two. 
The Wisconsin Library Bulletin gives brief 
description of several of these posters with 
the brief bibliographies appended to them. 
The bookseller, by substituting a window dis- 
play for a simple poster drawing, and actual 
books for the lists of books given, has ma- 
terial for a number of timely and interesting 
window displays. We reprint these lists with 
this in mind.

FITNESS IN BOOK DESIGN* 


“A WOMAN’s fitness comes by fits,” said 
slanderous Cloten; but to say as much of 
fitness in book design would be on the whole 
a compliment. Fitness as applied to book de- 
sign means, of course, that the material form 
of the book shall correspond to its spiritual 
substance, shall be no finer and no meaner, 
and shall produce a like, even if a slighter, 
esthetic impression. At the outset we have 
to surrender to commercialism more than half 
our territory. All agree that our kings should 
be clothed in purple and our commoners in 
broadcloth; but how about the intellectual riff- 
raff that makes up the majority of our books? 
Are our publishers willing that these should 
be clothed according to their station? Hardly; 
for then would much of their own occupation 
be gone. It is recognized that for a large pro- 
portion of our publications the design—the 
outward appearance—is in great measure 
counted on to sell the book; and printers and 
publishers will not consent to send the pau- 
pers of literature forth upon the world in 
their native rags, for so they would find no 
one to welcome them. It will be useless to 
quarrel with the fact that the design of many 
books is meant as a bait and not as a simple 
interpretation of their meaning and worth. 
Design of this character, however, is relatively 
easy; it is really not design at all, but milli- 
nery. It is when his work becomes genuinely 
interpretative that the designer’s difficulties 
begin. 

The first business of the designer, there- 
fore, is to understand the book he is treating. 
Here, of course,» his judgment, however sin- 
cere, may be mistaken or misled. A classical 
instance of this kind is found in connection 
with one of the most famous books in the

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history of modern printing—Barlow’s “Col- 
umbiad.” This work, which first appeared 
in 1787 under a different title, was enlarged 
to epic proportions during the next twenty 
years, and was finally given to the world in 
1807 in the belief on the part of its author 
and in the hope at least on the part of its 
publisher that it would take rank and be hon- 
ored for all time as the great American epic. 
Under this misconception the book was clothed 
in a form that might worthily have en- 
shrined “Paradise Lost.” Its stately quarto 
pages were set in a type specially designed 
for the work and taking from it the name 
of Columbian. The volume was embellished 
with full-page engravings after paintings in 
the heroic manner by Smirke; in short, it was 
the most pretentious book issued in America 
up to that time, and it still ranks, in the 
words of Professor Barrett Wendell, “among 
the most impressive books to look at in the 
world.” But alas for the vanity of human 
aspirations! “The Columbiad” is now remem- 
bered as a contribution to typography rather 
than literature. The designer overshot his 
author. 

We have tactily assumed that a book has 
but one interpretation and therefore but one 
most appropriate design. This, however, is 
far from the truth. When, after various more 
or less successful editions of Irving’s “Knick- 
erbocker” had appeared, Mr. Updike brought 
out several years ago his comic edition, with 
the whole make-up of the book expressive of 
the clumsy and stupid Dutchman depicted in 
Irving’s mock-heroic, we felt at the moment 
that here was the one ideal “Knickerbocker.” 
Yet, much as we still admire it, does it wholly 
satisfy us? Is there not as much room as 
ever for an edition that shall express. pri- 
marily not the absurdity of its subject-mat- 
ter, but the delicate playfulness of Irving’s 
humor and the lightness and grace of his 
exuberant style? Has there ever been a final 
“Don Quixote”? Certainly not in the recent 
monumental editions with their quagmire of 
footnotes. Moreover, if we had a final edi- 
tion of the great romance it would not remain 
final for our children’s children. Every age 
will make its own interpretations of the clas- 
sics and will demand that they be embodied 
in contemporary design. Thus every age in its 
book design mirrors itself for future admira- 
tion or contempt. 

Obviously, in giving form to a single work 
a designer is freer than in handling a series 
by one or by various authors. In such cases 
he must seize upon more general and there- 
fore less salient characteristics. The designer 
of “Hiawatha” or “Evangeline” has a fairly 
clear task before him, with a chance of dis- 
tinct success or failure; but the designer of 
an appropriate form for the whole series of 
Longfellow’s works, both prose and poetry, 
has a less individualized problem, and must 
think of the elements that run thru all, — 
sweetness, grace, gentleness, dignity, learning. 
Yet, tho general, these qualities in a series 
may be far from vague. We have only to 
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consider the absurdity of a handy-volume 
Gibbon or a folio Lamb. On looking at the 
bulky, large-type, black-covered volumes of 
the Forman edition of Shelley and Keats, one 
instinctively asks, “What crime did these 
poets commit that they should be so im- 
pounded?” The original edition of the life 
of Tennyson by his son, in two lumbering, 
royal octavo volumes, comes near to what 
Thackeray called the Farnese Hercules, “a 
hulking abortion.” Contrast with it the dig- 
nity linked with charm of the original edition 
of Longfellow’s life by his brother. But of 
all monstrosities of book design the British 
three-volume mania is responsible for some 
of the worst. Henry Ward Beecher’s one 
novel, “Norwood,” which appeared in America 
becomingly clad in a single volume, received 
in England the regulation three-volume dress, 
in which it looks as ridiculously inflated as 
did a slender miss of that period in the crin- 
oline then in vogue. There is one abomina- 
tion in book design for which I owe a per- 
sonal grudge to commercialism, and that is 
the dropsical book form given to Locker- 
Lampson’s “My Confidences.” If ever there 
was a winsome bit of writing it is this, and 
it should have made a book to take to one’s 
heart, something not larger than a “Golden 
Treasury” volume, but of individual design. 
My comfort is that this will yet be done, and 
my belief is that art will justify itself better 
in the market than commercialism did. A 
more modern instance of expansion for com- 
mercial reasons defeating fitness in design is 
furnished by Waters’ translation of “The 
Journal of Montaigne’s Travels.” Here we 
have three small volumes outwardly attrac- 
tive, but printed on paper thick enough for 
catalog cards, and therefore too stiff for the 
binding, also in type too large to be pleasant. 
The whole should have been issued in one 
volume of the same size in smaller type, and 
would then have been as delightful in form 
as it is im substance. 

It is not enough that all the elements of a 
book be honest, sincere, enduring; otherwise 
the clumsy royal octavo volumes of Leslie 
Stephen’s edition of Fielding would be as 
attractive as “the dear and dumpy twelves” 
of the original editions. Royal octavo, indeed, 
seems to be the pitfall of the book designer, 
tho there is no inherent objection to it. 
Where in the whole range of reference books 
will be found a more attractive set of volumes 
than Moulton’s “Library of Literary Criti- 
cism,” with their realization in this format of 
the Horatian simplex munditiis? For ex- 
tremely different treatments of this book size 
it is instructive to compare the slender vol- 
umes of the original editions of Ruskin with 
the slightly shorter but very much thicker vol- 
umes of the scholarly definitive edition, which 
is a monument of excellence in every element 
of book design except the crowning one of 
fitness. Our libraries must have this edition 
for its completeness and its editorship; its 
material excellence will insure the transmis- 
sion of Ruskin’s message to future centuries ; 
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but no one will ever fall in love with these 
volumes or think of likening them to the 
marriage of “perfect music unto noble words.” 

Granted that the designer knows the tools 
of his trade,—grasps the expressional value of 
every element with which he has to deal, 
from the cut of a type to the surface of a 
binder’s cloth,—his task, as we said, is first 
to know the soul of the book intrusted to 
him for embodiment; it is next to decide upon 
its most characteristic quality, or the sum of 
its qualities; and, lastly, it is so to use his 
physical elements as to give to the completed 
book an expression that shall be the outward 
manifestation of its indwelling spirit. This is 
all that can be asked of him; but, if he would 
add a touch of perfection, let him convey the 
subtle tribute of a sense of the value of his 
subject by reflecting in his design the artist’s 
joy in his work.

RESTORATION OF THE DUTY on pulp from Can- 
ada was favored by the members of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association in a 
resolution adopted in their recent convention 
in New York.

Mark Hyman and Bainbridge Colby have been 
designated as special assistants to the Attor- 
ney-General for the purpose of handling the 
investigation. . 

“Tue Son or His Fatuer,” by Ridgwell 
Cullum, will be published by George W. Ja- 
cobs & Co. on March 10; it is a romance of 
the struggle between a father and son to con- 
trol a big business deal—the son’s affairs are 
further complicated by a love affair, but it 
is safe to say, even without reading the book, 
that he wins out. Another Jacobs novel for 
the same date is “The Unhallowed Harvest,” 
a book with a lesson similar to that in “The 
Inside of the Cup,” by Homer Greene, author 
of “Pickett’s Gap.” 

ANOTHER BIG HouGHTON MIFFLIN WAR BOOK 

is published to-day, John Hargrave’s “At 
Suvla Bay.” It is said to have much the same 
racy conversational style that distinguishes 
Kitchener’s “Mob” and is profusely illustrated 
with drawings and sketches by the author. 
The same house also issues to-day “The Way 
of the Wind” by Eugenia B. Frothingham, 
author of “The Turn of the Road,” the story 
of a woman in the early thirties who, while 
visiting a friend in a New Hampshire hill 
village, falls in love with and undertakes to 
reform a charming but wayward youth several 
years her junior.

The book will be published 
simultaneously in the cloth and leather edi- 
tions, and will contain the following stories 
and poems: Stories, “As Easy as A. B. C.”;

AFTER AMENDMENTS, providing for an in- 
crease in second-class mail rates and for one- 
cent local letter postage, had been ruled from 
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the Post Office appropriation bill on a point 
of order in the hearing before the Committee 
of the Whole, the question was re-opened on 
Thursday of this week by Senator Smoot 
when the bill passed from committee to 
the Senate proper. Senator Smoot re-offered 
the original amendment for a decrease in local 
letter postage, but, on the request of Senator 
Byrne, acting for the Post Office Committee, 
who declared that the committee could not 
favor this unless assurance could be given that 
the second-class rates would be increased in 
order to prevent a postal revenue deficit, he 
coupled. with his amendment the amendment 
to advance the rate on newspapers and maga- 
zines to one and one-half cents a pound for 
the next year and two cents a pound the fol- 
lowing year. The amendment was agreed to 
without a roll call, escaping the attention of 
many Senators who had opposed the proposi- 
tion. News of the development brought mem- 
bers from cloak and committee rooms in a 
storm of disapproval. Charges of snap action 
and unfair tactics were made until Senator 
Smoot agreed to move for a reconsideration 
of the vote. That motion prevailed, 39 to 26.

store, while enjoying a day of shore leave, 
a picture of his best friend—a man who 
had been almost a father to him and who 
was at that time far away .in the Mediter- 
ranean, working on an English transport. 
Apparently his friend had written a book— 
and like a practical seaman Jonker marched 
inside and purchased the book. He told the 
bookseller he had known the author, who 
was a chief engineer and had done many things 
for him after his father died at sea. Then 
came another surprise: “I believe you are 
one of the characters in the book,” said the 
bookseller. It was true. Drevis Jonker was 
no other than “Drevis Noordhof,” the pic- 
turesque “midship mite,” in McFee’s “Casuals 
of the Sea.” Pleased beyond measure, in his 
soft Dutch accent liberally flavored with cock- 
ney, the sailor told the bookseller how 
McFee had befriended him. The next 
day found a member of the Doubleday, Page 
staff on board the Dutch lad’s ship where he 
was shown all the boy’s treasures: certificates 
of good conduct, a picture of his mother and 
of his sister—also mentioned in “Casuals”— 
and most important of all a packet of letters 
from McFee. The drunken fireman in the 
story who dies after a debauch was Drevis 
Jonker’s father, who died in the same way 
The young sailor’s cherished ambition, he 
confided, is to find a steady job on shore and 
get up in the world.

A BIT OF SPRING 
Oh, Mary, Be Careful! By George Weston 
Illus. by R. M. Crosby. 178p.16mo Lipp. $in. 

On a preliminary reading of George Wes- 
ton’s latest story, “Oh, Mary, Be Careful!”, 
I thought of opening something like this: “A 
jug of lemonade, a fragrant smoke, and ‘Oh, 
Mary, Be Careful!’ beside me in a shady ham- 
mock !” 3ut after due deliberation that 
seemed unjust to the book; it sounded too 
summery. Now, you can tell from the title 
that it isn’t the kind of winter reading that 
a person ought to do. Well, what is it, then? 
To say truly, it’s spring reading—a sort of 
spring tonic. And as I look out of the window 
on this blizzardly February fifth, I can see 
that Mr. Weston and the Lippincott Company 
have the jump on the market. Long before the 
April crop of novels have flashed their gala 
jackets on the melting world, people will have 
had their first intimation of spring in “Oh, 
Mary!” along with sixty-cent strawberries. 

If the patient reader isn’t already discour- 
aged, here is a word or two abcut the story. 
Mary had an aunt, a wealthy old lady, who 
had been jilted at, or near, the altar. For this 
reason she had been able to save her money, 
and had spent her leisure in anthologizine 
breach-of-promise clippings from the papers 
until thirty lofty scrap-books scarcely con- 
tained the deplorable evidence of male perfidy. 
Suddenly the afore-mentioned niece fell to 
her sole charge. As a prospective heiress to 
the unfortunate spinster, do you suppose Mary 
was encouraged to accept the attentions of 
designing man? While you are figuring that 
out, just note that poor auntie took to her 
bed one day, never to rise. Oh, no, it isn’t 
sad at all; you simply feel that she herself 
realizes that her useful sands of life are run 
and only the lees are left to brag of. So the 
author whisks her off, and brings us face to 
face with her will and three tests for Mary 
to apply to any young man whom she may be 
lured to consider as a prospective spouse. My, 
what searching and deadly tests! I should 
hardly—oh, well, I guess | may state the first 
one: 

“First. You'll never find a man who is pure 
in heart. If you doubt this, get your candi- 
date in a room by himself and read him a 
beautiful poem, at the same time showing an 
inch or two of pretty silk stocking.

DO YOU ENJOY THE BEST? 
The Best Short Stories of 1016 and the Year- 
book of the American Short Story. Edited by 
Edward J. O’Brien. 472p.12mo Small, May- 
nard $1.50n. 

Edward J. O’Brien, in his collection of “The 
Best Short Stories of 1916,” gives us a feast. 
He has poured us the top of the bottle. Here- 
after, instead of reading magazine stories thru- 
out the year, I shall allow Mr. O’Brien to do 
my wading for me and at the end of the year 
enjoy the oases which he points out. My 
figures grow mixed, but you perceive that they 
are all laudatory. Who would read 
publications in search of the elusive thrill of 
literary enjoyment, when Mr. O’Brien will do 
it for one and hand over the thrills, select-d, 
graded and guaranteed, for one fifty? 
For the first time in my life I have read twezity 
successive stories and enjoyed every one. That 
is, all but one which I am not going to read 
till after I finish this review, because I think 
[ am not going to like it and I wish to give 
only praise to him to whom praise is so clearly 
due. 

The twenty best stories—not, you will note, 
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“best-sellers,” but simply “best”—occupy the 
first 356 pages. Of these, Mr. O’Brien desig- 
nates, in a subsequent analysis, the best of the 
best. “Making Port,” by Richard Matthews 
Hallet, from Every Week, is his choice of the 
one best of the three best of the twenty best 
of the fifty-best. It’s one of those haunting 
situations that you can’t forget. Why will 
writers insist on ‘putting real people in real 
dilemmas between the covers of a book to 
bother one after the book has been laid aside? 
But, then, so few writers do, that we must 
forgive Mr. Hallet. The other two of the 
three are “Ma’s Pretties,” by Francis Buzzell, 
originally published in the Pictorial Review, 
and “The Lost Phoebe,” by Theodore Dreiser, 
from the Century. Three more utterly unlike 
pieces of exquisite work could not well be 
bracketed together. I should like to nominate 
as alternative member of the triumvirate “The 
Cat of the Cane-Brake,” by Frederick Stuart 
Greene, from the Metropelitan, Fairly ordi- 
nary circumstances are combined to form a 
climax of ghoulish horror—oh, well, read it 
yourself when everybody else has gone to bed. 
The supernatural seems friendly compared to 
this little domestic incident. 

The stories are followed by an honor roll 
for 1916 with asterisks before the most honor- 
ables of the honorables. Next comes a list of 
short-story volumes by American authors and 
another of the work of foreign authors, the 
best asterisked. Then follow statistic studies 
of which magazine had how many stories of 
what distinction, computed in percentages and 
various other asterisked mathematics. And, 
finally, an index of the year’s short stories, 
their magazines and dates, with stars one, stars 
two, and stars three. Mr. O’Brien is the 
Baedeker of short-story land. He leaves «ne 
no choice in admiration. But, then, it is an 


all-star book which he has given us.

Have I changed, or has the World?. | 
often wonder, and apparently it isn’t at all an 
original thought. Most people are struck by 
it every once in a while. But now I’ve found 
the answer—in the works of H. C. Bunner. 
We haven’t changed; it’s the World. 

Yes, twenty or twenty-five years ago, when 
these stories were copyrighted, you could teil 
that a young lady was only a little girl and 
not a young lady at all from the fact that 
while sitting by a lake in the midst of the 


Maine woods she removed a pebble from ler 
shoe in the presence of a gentleman. (The 
process, be it understood, necessitated remov- 
ing the shoe.) Nowadays, we who are even 
old enough to dimly remember the H. C 
Bunner days, would do that without even 
realizing that we were doing it. Or if you 
wouldn’t, then, after all, perhaps, it is I who 
have improved and not the World. 

Not that H. C. Bunner is a dusty old person, 
on the shelf—even in the literal sense. Like 
most humorists, he was away ahead of his 
times. We haven't by any means caught up 
to him yet. But when he pictures his con- 
temporaries we may equal the Pharisees in our 
fervor of thanksgiving that we are not as 
other men used to be. Why, in those days 
they even spoke of “a ringleted old maid, with 
advanced ideas of Woman’s Mission.” Ring- 
leted! Think of that! Also—to discuss the 
more practical aspects of these strange people 
—they communicated with each other by dis- 
patching maids, with notes, they rode around in 
coupés, they wore skirts that didn’t show their 
ankles, and they looked up in the encyclopedia 
to find out the meaning of this strange new 
term “golf”! Really, it is worth while read- 
ing these stories—aside from their real humor 
and literary quality—just to get off and look 
at yourself from a new viewpoint. As a ru’e, 
we neglect the immediate part and try to 
explain ourselves by inquiring into the hab’ts 
and customs of our ancestors; but just have 
a look at yourseH as you were twenty years 
ago and see what a shock it is! 

As stories, most of these are capital (F. P. A 
has been campaigning for Bunner for many 
months, by the way). Once in a while, as in 
the elephant story, “Zenobia’s Infidelity,” the 
humor is-—well a little too much in advance 
of its times. That story should have been 
written as a movie. But most of them, all the 
suburban tales of church-goers trying to ex- 
plain the coincidence of their change in faith 
with the swerve of Fashion to the other 
church, of commuters sensing social distinc- 
tions in the trains they take—all these gently 
satirical tales and the purely humorous ones 
like “Hector” and “The Nice People,” are 
more than worth while, incidentally, as mirrors 


of the past, but first and foremost as good 
short stories.

“Limpy,” the hero, lives 
in a comfortable house in 
a small town.

To be sure, “Limpy” is 
what his name implies. but 
aside from a little oversen- 
sitiveness and morbidness 
on account of his infirmity 
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and its consequences, he is 
at least seventy-five per 
cent. real boy. 

“Limpy’s” nickname, ac- 
corded to him by his school- 
mates and even his brothers 
with that lack of delicacy 
common to the boy animal, 
was the source of never- 
ending torment to his sen- 


sitive soul. Even in his 
own thoughts the twisted 
member which had to be 


supported by an iron brace 
was designated only as “it.” 

It was bad enough that 
“it” kept him from plaving

THOUGHTS ON THE CAREER OF 
SUSAN LENOX 
Susan Lenox; her fall and rise. By David 
Graham Phillips. 2 vdls. 12mo Aplin. $2.50n. 

If one is to read thru the 1000 pages of 
a two-volume novel, one should have at the 
end some feeling of satisfaction in payment 
for the exertion. No such feeling results from 
a reading of “Susan Lenox.” At the end of 
volume one this judgment would not have 
been pronounced. It is possible to read the 
first 500-odd pages with interest and to take 
up the second 500 with keen anticipation. 
Susan is a young, hopeful, vital creature, with 
an amazing resiliance and an admirable power 
of putting her past behind her and facing the 
future without regrets. But long before the 
dreary record of the progress of a prostitute 
that makes up more than half of the second 
volume is finished, interest dies. Susan has 
lost not only her fascination and her vitality; 
she has lost her identity. 

Susan Lenox was an _ illegitimate child, 
hrought up in ignorance of her birth. The 
truth comes to her accidentally and unpleas- 
antly when she is seventeen years old, and in 
her reaction she runs away from her uncle’s 
home. She has had an innocent love affair 
with a village boy, and her flight lends color 
to the suspicion that she has followed in her 
mother’s steps. Her enraged uncle follows 
her to Cincinnati, where she has gone looking 
for work, brings her back and forces her ‘nto 
marriage, not with the boy on whom their 


foolish suspicion falls, but with a beastial young 
farmer, who, for a money consideration, 
agrees to take her off their hands. Suan 
lived thru many horrors in her later career, 
but the hideous memory of that marriage was 
never effaced. 

There is much vividness in the part of the 
story that follows, with its account of Susan’s 
flight and of her experiences with a troupe of 
fourth-rate theatrical stars, drifting down the 
Ohio on a theatre houseboat. There have been 
many indictments of the criminal neglect of 
parents, but never a more telling one than this 
story of Susan, who was left to learn the facts 
of sex after an enforced marriage and the 
philosophy of sex from the lips of a strolling 
player. There have been many attempts, too, 
to justify prostitution on the basis of economic 
necessity, but never a more effective one than 
this. 

Volume two takes Susan to New York, and 
from this point the story becomes virtually a 
transcription from a vice commission report. 
The latter, indeed, might be more easily read. 
It would present its facts more succinctly, 
and one would learn as much about the sys- 
tem of prostitution and its various forms as 
from this story, and the story in no way serves 
to vitalize the facts. The chief difference is, 
of course, that vice commission reports are 
often debarred from the mails, while the pop- 
ular magazine in which the story ran as a 
serial is admitted to the homes of our best 
families and to the subway newsstands. 

With one of the contentions of the story, 
that prostitution is preferable to economic 
slavery, it is not necessary to quarrel. It may 
be true. It depends, one imagines, on the 
way the individual concerned feels about it. 
Susan Lenox deliberately preferred the occa- 
sional unpleasant contacts of a life on the 
streets, which brought her the money to live in 
decency and cleanliness the rest of the time, to 
the continuous squalid existence enforced by 
a low wage. She may have been wise. Susan's 
morality is hardly worth debating about. 

But there is a more fundamental quality in 
Susan that merits some discussion. One 
is asked to believe that later in _ life 
she reached great heights. She had lived 
and felt and endured, and had so grown 
strong and ready for success. But one doubts 
if Susan had ever experienced a _ great 
emotion. Her strongest power was that of 
passive endurance, a power of withholding 
herself, of refusing to feel. Her whole atti- 
tude, carefully fostered in self-defense, is 
passive. One doubts that she ever felt even a 
passing resentment toward the vicious system 
of which she made a part or toward the condi- 
tions that drove her into it. There is a pos- 
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sible attitude towards prostitution that Susan 
never so much as glimpsed. It would he 
possible, even under the strongest provoca*’on 
for a woman to refuse to be drawn into it 
not from motives connected with virtue or 
morality, but as a form of social protest; for 
the same reason that men, and women, too, on 
occasion, refuse to “scab”; for the same rea- 
son that a possible man or woman might re- 
fuse dividends accruing from war munittons. 
But Susan was incapable of feeling that. If 
she thought of the matter at all, she called it, 
a “necessary evil,” and she did not stop to 
consider that paradox. For Susan had neither 
social consciousness nor social conscience. 
Suppose that on one of the two or three 
occasions, when she attempted to earn a living.

clothing industry, had discovered the principle 
of organization and joined the wnion, kad 
worked for it, starved for it, fought for it! 
Suppose that her first contact with the police 
and the courts had come thru picketing on the 
streets instead of soliciting! Suppose she had 
ever in any way lost herself wholly and utterly 
in the interests of something not herself! 
Then Susan Lenox might have been worth the 
1000 pages of a two-volume novel. She would 
then have been a part of the life of her 
times. She was never anything 
but Susan Lenox. The philos- 
ophy of life that she built up 
concerned just Susan Lenox. 
And, really, after all, Susan 
Lenox isn’t such an important 
person. No Susan Lenox is. 
The underlying thesis of the 
novel is, that to make a success 
of herself, a woman must accept 
life as a man does—make her 
emotional experiences incidental, 
something to be put aside and 
forgotten when larger matters 
are at stake. It is an interest- 
ing theory, but the story of 
Susan Lenox does not prove it. 
We are told briefly in the last 
two chapters that Susan suc- 
ceeds as an actress. A man dies 
and leaves her his money and in- 
terest in his plays. She uses the 
money to produce the plays and 
becomes a_ well-known» star. 
Without the money and the in- 
fluence of the dead man’s name, 
Susan would have been nothing. 
She lacked two essentials to suc- 
cess—a conscious and sustained 
purpose and a capacity for hard ‘ 
work, AUEAD! ONE 
We are asked to believe that TEN’ 
she succeeded because she had 
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lived. Jetween her seventeenth and her 
twenty-third year, Susan knew intimately 
saloon, brothel, and police court, theater, 
hotel and café. Are these things Life?

Why Men Fight; a method of abolishing the 
international duel.

The worldly-wise philosopher in a warring 
state locks his intelligence in his study and 
sallies abroad with a hastily sevised and na- 
tionalized philosophy adapted to the spirit of 
the moment. This is what the sixty leading 
thinkers and teachers of Germany did early 
in the war in their extravagant profession of 
faith. It is for his failure to do this that Karl 
Liebknecht is now serving a period of years 
at hard labor, that Bernard Shaw has lost his 
following in England, and that Bertrand Rus- 
sell, perhaps the greatest of Engiand’s living 
thinkers, has been repudiated by his univer- 
sity, refused passage to America, and for- 
bidden to speak in public in his native country. 
And yet, in spite of this, indeed on account 
of it, the words of a man like Bertrand Ris- 
sell, who can feel his whole world rush-ng 
headlong past him to destruction, and can sti'l 
keep his intellectual balance, deserves a care- 
ful hearing wherever there are men and 
women who plan for a hetter, saner world. 
We on this side of the ocean have been geting 
our share of late of the bluster and pomposi- 
ties that accompany a near approach to war, 
and it is just because the impulse to fight, 
which swept this country off its feet when the 
Maine was blown up, so easily becomes un- 
controllable that this calm, clear voice from 
the midst of the conflict bears a particularly 
timely message ior the United States. 

War, like all other natural activities. says 
Bertrand Russell, springs not so much from 
a calculated desire for the end to be attained 
as from an impulse to the activity itself. Were 
this not the case, the purely rational argument 
against war would long ago have put an end 
to it. And yet, in spite of the destruction that 
is wrought by the impulse to war, Mr. Russell 
argues that “there is more hope for the nation 
that has these impulses than for a nation in 
which all impulse is dead.” For the same 
vital energy that produces war also produces 
all that is best. The wish for the triumph of 
one’s cause, the sense of solidarity with large 
bodies of men, are not things, he points out, 
which wise men would wish to destroy. I+ is 
only the outcome in death and hatred and 
destruction that is evil. 

The problem, then, is to keep these impulses 


without making war the outlet for them 


“Every additional peaceful outlet for men’s 
energies diminishes the force which urges 
1ations toward war, and makes war less fre 
quent and less fierce.” To this end he urges, 
with the syndicalists, a looser, more spontane- 
ous form of government in which the indi- 
vidual and voluntary groups have a more 
direct and intimate share and the state is 
relegated to somewhat the position of a court 
of arbitration. This decentralization would, 
in turn, help do away with the prevalent ideas 
that power is the chief end of the state and 
that the worth of a nation is comparative 
rather than intrinsic; it is this last which over- 
magnifies the patriotism due one particular 
state at the expense of the greater interna- 
tional state. 

And if man’s vital energies are to be di- 
verted from war, Mr. Russell urges, his im- 
pulses toward creation should be fostered and 
his impulses toward mere possession should 
he checked. “It is preoccupation with posses- 
sions more than anything else that prevents 
men from living freely and nobly.” 


“Education, marriage, and religion are essentialls 
creative, yet all three have been vitiated by the in- 
trusion of possessive motives. Education is usually 
treated as a means of prolonging the status quo by 
instilling prejudices, rather than by creating free 
thought and a noble outlook by the example of gener 
ous feeling and the stimulus of mental adventure. 
In marriage, love, which is creative, is kept in chains 
by jealousy, which is possessive. Religion, which 
should set free the creative vision of the spirit, is 
usually more concerned to repress the life of instinct 
and to combat the subversiveness of thought. In all 
these ways the fear that grows out of precarious 
possession has replaced the hope inspired by creative 
force. The wish to plunder others is recognized, in 
theory, to be bad; but the fear of being plundered is 
little better. Yet these two motives between them 
dominate nine-tenths of politics and private life.” 


This necessity for the increase of the cre- 
ative impulse and the belittling of possession 
ofters at once the ideal and the solution of the 


international problem. The war has demon- 


strated the futility of trying to secure an 
integration of the states of the world while 
their relations one toward the other are dom- 
inated by aggression. Only when we do away 
with this idea that war can be ended by one 
state or group of: states conquering and pos- 
sessing all the cthers, and create a permanent 
world federation of states—a federation in 
which, so far as the military function of the 
state is concerned, there will be only one state. 
which will be world-wide—only then, Mr. Rus- 
sell points out, will we find the solution of 
the international problem.

THE CAMBRIDGE HISTORY OF ENG- 
LISH LITERATURE 

The Cambridge History of English Literature.

With the issue of its thirteenth volume the 
Cambridge History of English Literature 
rounds out the second half of its survey of 
the nineteenth century. Treading, as it nec- 
essarily does, upon the more debatable groun 1 
of still recent authorship, this new volume 
shows more obviously than its predecessor; 
the strongly conservative spirit in which the 
whole series has been planned. It is the oppo- 
site of encyclopedic in scope; on the contrarv 
the inclusion of an author is in itse!f a badge 
of distinction, an election, so to speak, to a 
sort of literary Hall of Fame. Any reader 
finding his favorite poet or novelist included 
in these pages may enjoy the comforiing 
assurance that his own literary taste is backed 
by a preponderant weight of authority. The 
plan of this history is composit, i. ¢., its sev- 
eral chapters have been assigned to a number 
of different authors, each a specialist in his 
chosen field. This method necessarily involves 
a double weakness: on the one hand. the 
unavoidable difference in point of view fro- 
hibits a strictly consistent and academic treat-

ment of the various writers and their relative 
importance in literature; while on the other 
hand, the necessary editorial restrictions can 
not fail to suppress much of the spontaneity 
of expression which constitutes the chief 
value of subjective criticism. The editors 
of the present monument of distinguished 
scholarship have admirably steered between 
these two dangers. They have chosen for 
their collaborators writers who know how 
to be scholarly without being pedantic; and 
they have allowed a fair modicum of personal 
equation to pass the editorial pencil unchal- 
lenged. Nevertheless, one fecls, more in some 
chapters than in others, a sense of restraint 
as tho the critic had checked himself on the 
verge of giving expression to his full thought. 
Here and there, also, it is apparent that the 
separate contributors are not always in itull 
agreement with the proportionate allotment 
of space to their respective subjects; as not- 
ably in the chapter on “Lesser Novelists.” in 
which the author closes an tmpeccable but all 
too brief survev of Charles Reade with the 
pronouncement: “The age must be rich indeed 
which can afford to consider the author of 
‘The Cloister and _ the 
novelist.” 


Hearth’ a minor 


It is impossible in a brief review to analyze 
even in the most condensed form, the relative 
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merits of the separate chapters; the most that 
can be done is to touch upon a few of the 
salient merits and defects. The chapter on 
Carlyle, by Professor J. G. Robertson, is a 
model of its kind. With amazing brevity, he 
characterizes successively the great Scotch- 
man’s masterpieces, in luminous phrases that 
linger in the memory, and concludes by de- 
claring that Carlyle’s greatest message was 
that man’s happiness lies in discovering his 
appointed task and accomplishing it. The 
chapter on Tennyson, by Professor Herbert 
J. C. Grierson, is interesting chiefly because oi 
its excellent discussion of Tennyson’s metres, 
and its recognition that since Milton no other 
poet has had a finer sense of the possibilities 
of consonant and vowel patterns. The chap- 
ter on Browning is disappointing, being largely 
biographical, with a minimum of critical com- 
ment. George Saintsbury, who is always 
readable, even when we least agree with him, 
contributes three chapters, on “The Lesser 
Poets,” on “The Prosody of the Nineteenth 
Century,” and on “Dickens.” It would be 
easy to quarrel with the wisdom of his choice 
of seventy-nine “lesser poets,’ and with the 
relative values he has assigned to them. But 
much may be forgiven Mr. Saintsbury in re- 
turn for the free rein that he has given him 
self in his eulogy of the author of “David 
Copperfield,” who put into his novels “an 
unstinting facility of device, a daemvunic 
energy, an actual power of artistic creation in 
certain kinds, to which there is perhaps no 
parallel in our literature, and certainly none 
in any other.” 

In marked contrast is the half-hearted chap 
ter on Thackeray, by A. Hamilton Thompson, 
whose attitude is academic and whose style is 
heavy. The utmost that he can concede in 
concluding his survey of the author of “The 
Newcomes” is that his sense of the humor 
of life “is conveyed by means of a style, not, 
indeed, free from mannerisms and imperfec- 
tions, but endowed with a flexibility that re- 
sponds at a touch to the demands of gravity 
and gaiety alike, and with a freedom of flow 
that brings the novelist into unstrained com- 
munication with his readers.” 

It would be eminently unfair, however, to 
leave the impression that the divergence in 
style and spirit between these two chapters on 
the greatest of the Victorian novelists is 
typical of the general tenor of the work as a 
whole. On the contrary they represent the 
extremes. The prevailing spirit, as already 
implied, is admirable for its uniformity and 
judicious self-restraint.

Perhaps it was in contrast 
to the singularly complicated mental processes 
of this high-minded hero that the plain think 
ing of the author of “Finding God in Millcrs 
ville’ seemed agreeably direct. Neither your 
credulity nor your patience is taxed by this 
story of a man who lost his religion and found 
a better one. 





The theme is not new—the religion of social 
service is now being preached by hundreds of 
believers, from Rauschenbusch down. But 
this is layman preaching--and a nice, big, 
friendly layman this anonymous author must 
be. His story is brief. He was brought up 
in New England in the fear of God and his 
grandmother, but after starting out for him- 
self he broke away from both. Diligence 
(and doubtless personality, tho he doesn’t say 
so) brought him in time an excellent business 
position as the head of a large factory. ‘Lhe 
death of an office boy and a few angry word: 
from a doctor opened his eyes to the humani 
tarian side of his business. Social service soon 
became to him a religion—a religion which 
flourished and bore flowers as well as fruit. 
lor a new belief in immortality somehow blos- 
somed from the practical work of making life 
better for the next man. And then the whole 
scheme suddenly fitted in with the real mes 
sage of Christianity, which 
creeds have twisted awry.

after all, perhaps, our

than the frigid idealists whose sole method of 
helping the wretched is ‘by annually dropping 
the right vote into the ballot box.

WAKE UP AND THINK! 
The Amateur Philosopher. By C. H. Grabo

“Thought,” says Bertrand Russell, “looks 
into the pit of hell and is not afraid. It sees 


man, a feeble speck, surrounded by unfathom- 
able depth of silence; yet it bears itself proud- 
ly, as unmoved as if it were lord of the uni- 
verse. Thought is great and swift and free, 
the light of the world, and the chief glory of 
man. Life devoted only to life is animal 
without any real human value. If life is 
to be fully human it must serve some end 

















which seems, in some sense, outside human 
life, some end which is impersonal and above 
mankind, such as God or truth or beauty. . . 
Contact with this eternal world brings a 
strength and a fundamental peace which can- 
not be wholly destroyed by the struggles and 
apparent failures of our temporal life.” 

And vet not one person in a hundred thinks! 
We call all this sort of thought philosophy, 
and the lazy man avoids it because it requires 
effort, the busy man avoids it because he 
thinks it non-utilitarian, the Church avoids it 
because thought is careless of tradition and 
authority, the comfortable privileged class 
avoids it—and heaven knows they have time 
to think, if anybody has—because thought is 
merciless to privilege. And the upshot of it 
all is that we go on our ways, working-to-get- 
money-to -get - food - to - get - strength- to -get-a- 
little-recreation -to - get - heart - to-work- to - get- 
money-to-get-food-to-get—and so on ad nanu- 
seam et ad mortem. And ninety-nine per cent. 
of us delude ourselves inte thinking this is 
living! It is just because the average life is 
so empty that we have had to set up the ac- 
quisition of money as the test of success. 

The hundredth fellow thinks, and if he is a 
morbid old duffer he gets too introspective 
and sour and dries up and everybody is glad 
when he’s gone; but if he thinks healthy 
thoughts he becomes a Plato or a Tagore or a 
William James or an H. G. Wells—or, among 
us common folk, just a contented man or 
woman who has a good grip on his or her 
personal life and aims and surprises everyone 
by living a long, happy and useful life. 

The author of the present volume is a plain 
man, no genius, who has thought thru some of 
the problems that surround us all, thought 
thru to a fairly happy, solid basis for living, 
and in this book he has set down quite frankly 
the progress of his thought, under the modest 
title, “The Amateur Philosopher.” He con- 
fesses that God and the vital principle of life 
as he endeavors to define them do not explain 
existence completely—but they explain them 
as far as they are to him humanly knowable. 

Suffice it here to give but his most important 
conclusions, as the*steps by which he arrived 
at them would require to be given in consider- 
able detail. Intuition is the source of his 
“system” of philosophy rather than reason. 
He believes in free-will, not determinism. The 
two purposes of existence are to make life 
more intense and vital to the individual and to 
bring about the completest development of 
self, both individual and communal. God is a 
personality, the sum of all the lesser individu- 
alities of this and other worlds, but, like the 
individuals of whom he is made up, an ever- 
evolving being. As to immortality, the per- 
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petuation of the individual personality is nec 
essary unless the world is to lose all it has 
so laboriously won; yet, like all desirable 
things, immortality is achieved or lost thru 
effort or failure to strive. The two vital ends 
of any moral code must be self-realization and 
altruism; those things which lead to life’s 
finer realization are moral, those which de 
form life immoral. 

It is pretty solid stuff, but whether one is 
just cutting his philosophical baby teeth or 
already has a full set of his own, it will be 
found to contain a deal of nourishment.

In a little book entitled “Getting Together,” 
Mr. lan Hay presents an English and an 
American citizen in a frank discussion of the 
war. The former expresses some very vital 
views on the situation, and the latter tells 
some significant things for the enlightenment 
of the English people. The substance of the 
first part may be suggested by the following 
condensation of the American questions and 
the English answers: 




















1. Do your people at home appreciate the 
fact that we are thoroly pro-Ally over here? 
l’ve not been sure; I'll be glad to empha- 
size that at home. 
2. What about the English blockade and the 
mails? 
We ask you to endure the irritating b!ock- 
ade for the sake of the great cause for which 
we are fighting. Too bad about the mails, 
but we're filling a great warehouse with con- 
traband from that source, and it’s being care- 
fully preserved for its proper consignees at 
the close of the war. 
3. Would you welcome American interven- 
tion? 
Just as we have at last got ready to fight? 
Would you? 
4. What are you going to do about the 
submarine menace ? 
Their destructiveness is too comparatively 
slight to count seriously. 
5. You don’t think, really, that we're too 
proud to fight, do you? 
We know you too well—a mere polit-cal 
catch-phrase ! 
6. Would national training be good for 
America? 
You see what happened to us for being un 
prepared. 
7. Are. you going to win outright? 
Yes! Look at the indications: Verdun, the 
Somme, the German fleet, her foreign trade, 
her colonial possessions. 
8. Why aren’t you Britishers a little kinder 
to us? 
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Well, he who is not for us—you know. 

Then the American proceeds to draw a 
distinction between the American government 
and the American people. - He points to loans, 
shipments of food and equipment, hospital 
supplies and service, bazaars and relief asso- 
ciations. When. he has finished the Briton 
warms up to such expressions as Fine! Mag- 
nificent! Hadn’t realized it! 

After showing that John Bull and Uncle 
Sam are getting along pretty well, allowing 
for circumstances, Mr. Hay urges both Amer- 
icans and British to use judgment, toleration, 
and generosity in their interpretation of each 
others words and acts, on the grounds that 
they are, above all things, friends.

THE LORE OF COLONIAL ARTS AND 
CRAFTS 

The Practical Book of Ear'y American Arts 

and Crafts. By Harold Donaldson Eberlein

To the uninitiated the mention of arts and 
crafts in connection with the Colonial period 
of this country conjures up a curiously inac- 
curate impression of amateurish makeshift, 
and rude or clumsy substitutes for articles 1ot 
always procurable by importation. One thitiks, 
of course, of the busy spinning wheel and hand 
loom, of the quaint sampler and the patient 
mosaic of the patchwork quilt. And first of 
all, among the distinctly masculine crafts, 
there was always the village blacksmith. How 
remote from the truth such a conception is 
has been abundantly shown by the authors of 
this alluring new volume in the series of 
“Practical Books of Home Life Enrichment.” 
They have brought together, in a compact and 
pleasantly readable form, a rich fund of infor- 
mation that will be no less than a revelation to 
the type of readers for which this series is 
specially intended.

For no one volume, how- 
painstaking and comprehensive, could 
hope to cover the whole field of pioneer arts 
and crafts so completely as to serve as a ref- 
erence book for the specialist and the enthu- 
siastic collector. This volume simply points 
the way, opens up new and alluring vistas. 
The authors do not claim that in all the 
branches, which necessity drove them to at- 
tempt, the early settlers became equally efficient ; 
but they do insist that in all lines of the ap- 
plied arts our forefathers showed. interesting 
originality, while in several of the branches, 
such as those of the ironworker and the sil- 
versmith, the American craftsmen could almost 
from the beginning challenge comparison with 
England and the Continent. Some of the most 
interesting and unexpected facts, however, re- 
vealed in this volume concern the little-known 
pioneer attempts at pottery and glassware. 


Few people are aware that the Mexican city 
of Pueblo, founded by the Spanish in 1531, 
was the first seat in the new world of the 
manufacture of giass and glazed potteries; 
and that for nearly three centuries this was 
the only place where Majolica was made in 
the western hemisphere. The first glass works 
established within the limits of what are now 
the United States were at Jamestown, Va., in 
1908, and again in 1621. In the second in- 
stance an important part of the product con- 
sisted of glass beads made for the purpose of 
barter with the Indians. In a way, there- 
fore, the authors amusingly add: “The first 


American glass factory was also the first 
American Mint.” Some of these identical 


beads are now in the Pennsylvania Museum. 

Other chapters, that have their own special 
appeal, deal with “Early American Slip-deco- 
rated Pottery,” an art practiced by the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch; “The Art of Fractur,” or 
pen-and-brush illuminating of secular and ec- 
clesiastical works, another craft brought from 
Germany to Pennsylvania; and “Hand-block 
Printing on Fabrics and Paper,” a craft first 
practiced in Boston in 1715, by one Francis 
Dewing, who advertised that he “Cuts neatly 
in Wood and Printed Calicoes.” Our early 
American pewter was in many instances “not 
behind the product of the British pewterers in 
point of design, quality of metal, or excellency 
of workmanship.” American hand-made lace 
is another industry comparatively little known. 
It was established in Ipswich a century and 
a half ago, by emigrants from the Midland 
Counties, and flourished so successfully that 
by 1790 over 40,000 yards were being produced 
annually. It was a pillow lace; and the work- 
ers, having brought no bobbins with them, 
ingeniously substituted short lengths of thin 
bamboo, which in clicking together produced 
a curiously musical sound, each having its 
distinctive note. 

But undoubtedly the chapter that one lin- 
gers over is that devoted to “Silver: Do- 
mestic and Ecclesiastical.” The numerous 
plates, in which are reproduced the character- 
istic forms in chronological sequence, are in 
themselves an abiding joys for these early 
hand-wrought types—hand-wrought as no 
modern silver ever can be under present-day 
methods—possess a grace of form and a 
delicate lustre that only the patient and loving 
touch of the born craftsman, from ingot to 
the finished product, can ever accomplish. The 
authors have sought, above all else, to instil 
an appreciation and a love for this higher 
and rarer spirit of true craftsmanship; and 
it is not too much to say that-this end they 
have worthily attained. ai
